many years in the serv ice o f the Unit­ 
ed States, but which hud at lust been 
o rdered so ld. The o fficers o f the po st, 
Lieutenant Ko bbo said, desired per­ 
m issio n to purchase the animal and 
keep and care fo r it at their o wn ex­ 
pense. 
Majo r F. L. Guenther o f the fleco nd 
artillery, to who m tho petitio n was 
referred, repo rted that tho mulo ln 
questio n was o riginally left at Key 
W est barracks in 1848 by a po rtio n o f 
the army returning fro m Mexico at 
tho clo se o f tho war with that co un­ 
try. He added: 
“ During the time that I serv ed at 
K ey W est, fro m 1875 to 1880, the mule 
did no t miss a day's wo rk fro m any 
cause, 
tie is v ery o ld and has been 
wo rn o ut by his lo ng serv ice in the 
quartermaster's department. 
If there 
1s any way to pro v ide fo r him, 1 sho uld 
t>© glad to hav e it do ne, as the ex­ 
pense to the go v ernment wo uld be 
little o r no thing." 
The petitio n went thro ugh the regu­ 
lar channels until It reached the quar­ 
term aster general, who Indo rsed it as 
fo llo ws: 
“ To pro mo te the sentiment o f kind­ 
ness to ward unimals that are so inti­ 
m ately co nnected with military men, 
it is reco mmended in this special case 
that this mule be kept In tho depart­ 
m ent and left to the caro o f tho se 
w ho se kindly feelings are so deeply 
enlisted in his behalf.” 
General Sherman submitted the case 
to the secretary o f war, with the fo l­ 
lo wing repo rt: 
“ I hav e seen the m u le , and whether 
true o r no t, the soldiers believ e it was 
left at Big Spring, where Mo unt Ver­ 
no n barracks no w are, at the time Gen­ 
eral J ackso n's army encamped there, 
abo ut 1819-1820. Tradition says that 
4t was once a sorrel, but no w it is 
white fro m age. 
The quartermaster's 
department w ill be chargeable 
with 
ingratitude If the mule is so ld, o r the 
care o f maintenance o f It, thro wn o n 
the charitable officers o f tho po st. I 
adv ise that It be kept ln the depart­ 
ment, fed and maintained until death. 
I think the mule was at Fo rt Mo rgun, 
Mo bile Po int, when I was there in 
1842.”
